Marshal Abell arrived Tuesday ev­ 
ening’ from Love Jo y, Illinois with 
H a rry McQueen, the Mitchell boy who 
was wanted here for participation 
with “ Skeeter" M cBride in the rob­ 
bery of Teckemeyer’s grocery and 
Russel's meat market. 
Ile was a r­ 
rested the first of the week by a Love 
Jo y officer and the Seymour police 
notified, 
file Illinois officer received 
the $35 appropriated Monday night by 
the city council as a reward for M c­ 
Queen’s capture. 
When the marshal and Detective 
Barkley of the B. & 0. S-W. arrived 
at the Love Jo y prison, McQueen who 
had previously given Iii" name as 
H a rry Wethers, at once acknowledged 
his identity and made no objection to 
being returned to Indiana without a 
requisition. 
In fact he was glad to 
get out of the Love Jo y jail. 
He confessed hi" guilt and said he 
was ready to take his medicine, 
Ile 
told the officers all about the robbery 
and his escape. 
A fter being placed 
in the Seymour jail he talked freely 
o f the robbery and his capture. 
Ile said that the night of the rob­ 
bery, after breaking loose from the 
firemen, 
he dodged 
around 
in 
the 
neighborhood of the railroad tracks 
and hid behind some lumber near the 
new 
Blish 
building. 
While 
hiding 
there the officer" were so close to him 
at one time that he heard all tlieii 
conversation.

, The next morning he returned tit S ey­ 
mour on No. 12 to see if McBride had 
escaped.

When McQueen reached 
here he heard several men near the 
railroad talking of the robbery and 
learning that M cBride was in jail that 
he, McQueen, was wanted, he climbed 
onto the next train west bound which 
left here twenty minutes after his a r­ 
rival. 
He went to Washington and 
had since 
been 
loafing around in 
towms along the west end of the B. 
& 0. and finding that the officers 
were all looking for him. he decided 
to beat his way to the Dakota har­ 
vest fields and go to work. 
Last Friday night at Flora, Illinois 
the officers .spotted him and gave him 
a chase but he managed to escape. 
The next morning he caught a train 
fo r St. 
Louis 
in company with a 
young crook from that city who was 
wanted there for forgery. 
At I ,ove Jo y an officer thought he 
recognized the St. Louis man and 
started to question him and the latter 
to detract attention of the officer and 
save himself, ‘‘turned up" McQueen 
as the latter expressed it. 
The other 
crook brazenly told the officer that 
he was a detective and that McQueen 
was wanted in Seymour for robbery 
and that there was a $100 reward fo ri <>,.

After a lifetime spent In learning 
the business of keeping cows I do not 
hesitate to Buy to the young man 
reared on a farm: 
"Farm; and if 
you farm, keep stock; and if you keep 
stock, keep cows; and if you keep 
cows, keep Jersey cows," writes H. 8. 
Chapman In the Breeder’s Gazette. 
Of course, I add to this, "If you keep 
Jersey cows, keep registered Jersey 
cows. 
My reasons for maintaining 
that the Jersey cow Is superior to all 
others ub a butter cow are as fol­ 
lows: 
Her ability to produce butter and 
chooso economically stands undisput­ 
ed. 
Her record in many public tests, 
including tho Chicago, St. Louis and 
Portland expositions, has given her 
tho reputation, enviable and indisput­ 
able, of being tho world’s greatest but­ 
ter cow. 
Tho extra size of tho fat globules in 
Jersey milk renders the butter of 
superior grain and firmness and more 
easily separated from the cream. 
The Jersey cow has the function of 
assimilation developed to a greater 
degree than any other breed. 
She is 
a high-grade specialist as a feeder. 
She will givo profitable returns from 
a ration so rich (concentrated) that 
other cows can not assimilate it. It is 
this ability to stand forcefeeding that 
has brought tho Jersey out ahead in 
so many public tests. 
This is a merit 
of the Jersey that can profitably bo 
taken advantage of In a working dairy 
herd. 
In the herd in which the rais­ 
ing of stock is tho primary considera­ 
tion I would keep a little closer to na­ 
ture, even at tho rick of surrendering 
to some extent the meritorious quali­ 
ties that artificial conditions have pro­ 
duced. 
Superiority In numbers makes the 
Jersey a moro practical animal than 
her rivals. 
The animal that naturally 
is matched against tho Jersey is the 
Guernsey. 
Tho Guernsey has lier 
good points and doubtless merits the 
friends she has won. 
If you like 
Guernseys better than Jerseys, that 
may bo u roason why you may succeed 
better with them. 
I ani frank to ad­ 
mit that my personal preference for 
Jerseys doubtless har been a factor in 
my success with Jerseys. 
But setting 
aside personal likes and dislikes, it is 
far easier for the beginner to start 
with Jerseys, because so many moro 
bulls of that breed are kept than of 
G uernsey, Consequently, there is far 
h as excuse for Inbreeding, and th*' 
brooder easily can find the bloodlines 
that bo needs In his herd without the 
expense of frequently buying a bull. 
Another point in favor of the Jersey 
cow is her medium-small size. 
Ex­ 
periments have 
proved 
that it re­ 
quires about 2 pounds of balanced 


ration per day to sustain each IOO 
pounds of an animal’s live weight; 
the dairy products and gain in live 
weight are made from what feed can 
be assimilated in excess of the sus­ 
taining ration. 
Then lf the 900-pound 
cow will produce as much dairy prod­ 
uct in IO years as will the 1,400-pound 
cow, can we afford to carry this extra 
500 pounds of live weight for a term 
of IO years at a cost of 36,500 pounds 
of feed, just for the extra 500 pounds 
of poor beef we would have at the end 
of that time? 
Just the item of extra 
cost of barn room for the larger ani­ 
mal for the IO years would overbal­ 
ance tho value of the extra amount of 
beef. 
However, if there is such a 
thing as a practical dual-purpose cow 
j* j« to bo found in some of tho fam­ 
ilies of large Jerseys. 
The popular demand for large cows 
made it necessary for me to carry a 
family of large Jerseys during tho 
Inst 20 years. 
This family of cows 
weighed from 1,200 to 1,300 pounds 
ear’ll, but in our families cf smaller 
cows we had a far greater proportion 
that would make 2 pounds of butter 
per day, und they would do it on less 
feed, 
Last but not least in this brief sum­ 
ming up of the most salient excellen­ 
cies of th*) Jersey, I place her beauty. 
No other member of the whole bovine 
family can for a moment compare 
with her. 
She is the prettiest cow 
there is. 
Her prominent eye and ex­ 
pressive countenance, together with 
her alert, dress-parade attitude, win 
for her the admiration of all lovers of 
(he beautiful. 
Her capabilities in 
point of looks are so great that it real­ 
ly has to be admitted that in some 
families beauty has been cultivated at 
tho expens e of other and more im­ 
portant characteristics.

tion. 
It is democratic in form, but 
hardly in reality. 
And measured by 
the services rendered, or the sense of 
the paramountcy of the state, it is far 
less democratic than the German. 
The most obvious thing 
about the 
German city is its orderliness. 
The 
most obvious thing about the Ameri­ 
can city is its disorderliness. 
The 
American city is an accident, a rail­ 
way, water, or industrial accident. 
It 
had Its birth in the chance location of 
a body of settlers. 
It became a city 
because it could not help it. The Ger­ 
man city, on the other 
hand, 
was 
either a fortress, a Hauptstadt, or an 
industrial community, like the cities 
of the lower Rhine in the neighbor­ 
hood of Essen, Elberfeld or Barmen. 
Berlin, 
Munich, 
Dresden, 
Cologne, 
Mannheim, Dusseldorf, Hanover and 
Strassburg were the seats of king­ 
doms, 
principalities 
or 
bishoprics. 
Frankfort, Hamburg, Bremen and Lu­ 
beck 
were free 
Hanseatlc towns, 
owing allegiance to no one—proud of 
their mediaeval traditions and jealous 
of their freedom. 
Much of that which we admire in 
the German city is traceable to age. 
All of these cities were enriched 
with valuable heritages from the past. 
Rulers embellished their capitals 
in 
imitation of Paris. 
Some, like the 
kings of Bavaria, were themselves ar­ 
tistic and in love with things Hel­ 
lenic. 
They erected palaces, art gal­ 
leries and museums. 
They laid out 
parks and palace gardens.—From "The

The Care of Lambs. 
At fight to ten days of age lambs 
will begin to cat. 
At that time a 
creep should he built which will give 
them access to a feed box containing 
grain and a trough witTi hay. 
Box, i 
trough and feed should always be kept j 
sweet and clean. 
A good grain ration for lambs is 
made as follows: 
Mix onc-third part j 
of oilmeal with one part each of bran, 
oats and lino cornmeal. 
Red alfalfa t 
hay or the second cutting of alfalfa 
hay are the most desirable forqi of I 
roughage. 
Of the two alfalfa Is to be 
much preferred. 
It is a good idea to keep up th© 
grain feed right along until the lambs 
are sent to market. 
By no doing tho 
lambs arf* kept fat all the time and 
are ready to be turned into cash on 
short notice should the market take a 
sudden rise. 


In Zurich, Switzerland, no house is 
permitted to be constructed without 
having an inspector look it over. No 
wooden material can be placed within 
a certain number of feet of a stove or 
furnace. 
This means that no base­ 
board can be put iii directly back of a 
stove. 
Further, no stove can be put 
up until an inspector has looked it 
over. 
And last, and to us most sur­ 
prising of all, no public inspector 
would accept a tip to bribe him from 
doing his duty.

In Zurich the question arose whether 
to establish a new public building in 
a public park or to buy other land at 
great expenses to the taxpayers. 
The 
people by an overwhelming vote de­ 
cided to keep the park and to buy oth­ 
er-land for the building. 
Zurich is a city of nearly 200,OOO 
population.

and they will go th rough just the 
same.

J E L L Y - M A K I N G T I M E . 
— 
Jelly-making 
time 
will 
soon 
be 
here, and a word in season may prove 
‘ profitable. 
We hear so much about 
j good and bad luck in Jolly making 
as in other processes of cookery, but 
as there is no such thing as luck we 
must look to science to explain th© 
success or failure. 
We find that the principle which 
thickens jelly is the pectin in fruit, 
I and that come fruits have very little, 
while others, in different degrees of 
ripeness, have more. 
In making jelly 
we learn that we must combine the 
fruits that have a large proportion of 
pectin with those that 
have little. 
Another element most necessary in 
jelly making after the pectin, is acid; 
a fruit that has the pectin and th© 
acid Is the ideal fruit for jelly ma 
king. 
Such fruits as currants, crab 
apple and grapes make good jelly. 
Another delicate point which has 
had much discussion is the amount 
of sugar to use to a pint of Juice, and 
how long to cook the jelly, if at all, 
before adding the sugar. 
Too much 
boiling after the sugar is added will 
make the jelly a dark color. 
Juices that are diluted with water 
will be found to need more boiling 
than those undiluted. 
Usually 
tall 
fruits, because 
of the addition 
of 
water, will need about thirty minutes 
in all, while tho summer fruits, like 
currants, will not 
take more 
than ; 
eight or ten. 
The juices should be boiled and | 
skimmed before the addition of the 
sugar, and if the sugar is wTell heated j 
before adding, the process of cooking 1 
is much hastened. 
It is best to boil the fruit Juice j 
alone the first half or more, of the 
whole timo of cooking before adding 
the si gar. 
Probably too much sugar is more 
I often the cause of failure than any 
; other 
In 
Jelly 
making. 
To 
rich 
Juices practically undiluted, an equal 
m easure of sugar may be safely used, 
but when using diluted juices one-half 
I to not over three-fourths of the meas­ 
ure should be used. 
It is much better 
to have too little than too much.

If 
sufficient stuffing cannot be covered 
in this way, put it into the caul, the 
membrane that surrounds the intes- j 
tinal organs, and lay it beside the 
roast. 
Leg of Lamb.—W hen a leg of lamb 
is roasted it 
is often 
boned 
and j 
stuffed. 
The bone, 
however, 
adds 
greatly to the flavor of the meat, and 
so is best left in for ordinary occa- j 
sions. 
Serve the 
leg of lamb, 
if 
boiled, with caper sauce or a white 
sauce to which two hard-cooked eggs 
chopped fine have been added. 
Lamb may be eaten soon after the 
animal bas been killed. Mutton is bet­ 
ter to hang and ripen.

the third class of lands the area is 
not very large, of the second it is 
much larger and of the first it is j 
by far the largest. 
“As soon as mixed farming shall 
I be generally adopted, land that may 
now' be obtained for from $8 to $18 
per acre, and even lands open now 
to free homesteads, will sell for $50 
to $100 per acre. 
This is not an ex­ 
travagant statement. 
In natural fer­ 
tility these lands fully equal those 
of the American corn belt. 
In vari- 
, ety of production they excel them, 
and yet the latter sell for $100 to 
$200 per acre. 
In addition to the 
grain crops now grown of wheat, oats, 
barley and rye, much of the land will 
grow winter wheat when 
properly 
prepared. 
Eighty per cent, of the 
; land will grow clover and alfalfa. 
A 
still larger percentage will grow field 
peas, and the entire tillable area will 
grow good crops 
of the cultivated 
grasses, timothy, 
brome grass and 
western rye grass. 
With these ele­ 
ments what can prevent this region 
from becoming the main source of 
food supply of the Empire and Im­ 
perial dominions?”
